To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Rutland: 

This has been a year of extraordinary expenses. 
The city hall was burned on the night of the twen- 
ty-fourth of March, and most of the furniture 
therein. The men and horses in fire station num- 
ber one and all the city officers were literally 
turned out into the street. The city records and 
what property was saved from the fire had been 
scattered about during the fire ia various places. 
Search was at once begun to find a place where the 
city business might go on. A place was found in 
the vacant store in the Bardwell house block. Into 
this store was gathered the records and other prop- 
erty saved from the fire, the city clerk, the city 
treasurer, the board of assessors, the board of 
aldermen, the engineer's office and the police force. 
The mayor's office was also in this store wherever 
there was a vacant chair. An extra janitor was 
hired to guard the city records and other property 
night and day, and here the business of the city 
was continued. Notice was immediately given to 
the several insurance companies that had issued 
policies on the city hall. Milo Lyman was ap- 
pointed an adjuster on the part of the city and 
William Kelley of Albany on the part of the in- 
surance companies. 
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These adjusters agreed and reported that the 
insurance companies should pay to the city $1.1,- 
547.40 in full settlement of the loss. 

The insurance being settled, now comes the 
question what shall be done ? 

The city business could not long be done in 
these cramped quarters. Fire station number one 
was entirely useless. Pending the decision of the 
question of what should finally be done with the 
city hall, a temporary roof was built over the 
whole of the building under the direction of Milo 
Lviuan. When the temporary roof was completed, 
and the rubbish caused by the fire had been 
cleared away and some necessary repairs had been 
made, the firemen, horses and property be- 
longing" to station one and the officers of the city 
returned to the places from which they had been 
driven by the fire. The mayor's office was sur- 
rendered to the chief engineer and the business of 
the city went on as usual. 

The city council now entered carefully upon 
the consideration of what should be done about the 
old city hall. We found this state of facts : The 
fire department, station one, was inadequate for 
the needs of the fire department ; that there was 
no proper place to store the fire steamer; that 
there needed to be room for another team for the 
hook and ladder truck, and more and better accom- 
modation for the firemen. We found that the city 
was paying $300.00 for rent of office for superin- 
tendent of waterworks, and $360.00 for the rent_of 
store for the liquor agency. We further found by 
measurement that there was ample floor space in 
the old building to provide good offices for the 
superintendent of waterworks, the liquor agency, 
and ample room for the fire department and all the 
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other officials of the city when the old building 
was properly reconstructed. The city council de- 
cided to rebuild the old city ball for the exclusive 
business of the city, leaving out the audience room. 
Architects were invited to furnish plans for re- 
building upon this line. 

Architect Arthur H. Smith presented plans 
which were accepted by the city council, and he 
was employed to furnish working plans, and to 
superintend the work. 

The city council by vote directed the city clerk 
to advertise for sealed proposals for doing the 
work according to the plans and specifications of 
the architect. Contracts for the work have been 
awarded as follows : 

General contract to John F. Germain 

for $24,765 00 

Heating and plumbing contract to F. 

Tracy for 3,591 00 

Electric wiring contract to F. L, Paul- 
son for 940 OO 

Gas piping , contract to G, W, Pratt & 

Co. for 300 00' 

Contractor Germain gave notice that the build- 
ing must be vacated at once so that he could be- 
gin his work. 

The city offices and fire department station 
one must move again. Where? 

Two rooms were rented in the Bard well house, 
one for the engineer and one for the board of 
aldermen and the police. A vacant store on Evelyn 
street was rented for the city clerk and the city 
treasurer. The city records were taken to this 
room and put in charge of a reliable night watch- 
man. 

(2) 
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The fire steamer was stored on the premises of 
^the Patcii Manufacturing Co. 

The horses and some of the firemen were pro- 
vided for in Mr. George T. Chaffee's barn on Main 
^street, and a temporary addition was built on 
Nickwackett hose house for the hook and ladder 
truck. 

The business of the city has gone on in these 
widely separated places since about the loth of 
August. 

The new office building is neaxing completion, 
and soon all departments of the city business can 
be gathered into commodious, well heated and 
well lighted apartments, under one roof in the best 
location in the city for the city business. 

I congratulate you, the people, that you will 
soon be able to gather all your official family into 
your own house. 

BONDS. 

How shall the money to do this work be pro- 
vided? By levying a special tax for this purpose 
or by the sale of bonds? The city council decided 
to issue $20,000.00 of thirty-year bonds bearing 
S}4 per cent, interest under authority of the vote 
and resolution hereto annexed. 

Whereas, by section 1 of act No. 385 of the 
acts of 1894, it is provided that 

"Whenever the ' legal voters of the city of 
Rutland shall give authority to the city council of 
said city to pledge the credit of said city for any 
purpose, the said city of Rutland shall have the 
power and authority to issue its negotiable orders, 
warrants, or bonds, with interest coupons attached, 
to the amount for which the legal voters aforesaid 
have given authority to so pledge the credit of the 
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city, payable at such times and at such rate of in- 
terest as shall be established by said vote; or, if 
the same is not fixed by said vote, such as shall be 
established by resolution of said city council," and 

Whereas, the legal voters of the city of Rut- 
land, at the annual city election duly warned and 
holden March 7, 1899, voted to give authority to 
the city council to pledge the credit of the city to 
an amount not to exceed twenty thousand dollars 
($20,000.00) for the purpose of improving the city 
hall, the excess, if any, to be placed in the sinking 
fund, therefore 

Be it Resolved by the board of aldermen now 
in session as follows : 

That the mayor and city treasurer of said city 
of Rutland do issue not to exceed twenty thousand 
dollars ($30,000.00) in bonds to be known as City 
Hall bonds, to be signed by the mayor and city 
treasurer and countersigned by the city clerk, in 
denominations of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) 
payable in thirty years from date with semi-annual 
interest coupons attached, at not more than d}4 
per cent, per annum, principal and interest paya- 
ble at such place in the city of Boston as shall be 
designated in the bonds in gold coin. 

Resolved, that for the due payment of the prin- 
cipal of said bonds when they shall become due, 
there be a sinking fund established by taxation 
under the provisions of the charter of said city, at 
a sufficient rate per cent, annually to pay said 
bonds at the maturity thereof. 

The city council directed the city clerk to ad- 
vertise for sealed bids for these bonds. Several 
bids were received. The Rutland Savings Bank 
was the lowest bidder and the bonds were sold to 
this bank for a premium of $954.00. 
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THE RIPLEY BRIDGE, 

Complaint was made early in the season about 
the safety of this bridge. The city engineer made 
a careful examination, and found that it was un- 
safe. The bridge was at once closed to travel. It 
was decided also, after a critical examination for 
this purpose, that the bridge was in such condition 
that it would not pay to repair it. The city coun- 
cil directed the city clerk to advertise for bids for 
a steel bridge to be built according to the plans 
and specifications furnished by the city engineer. 
The American Bridge Co. was the lowest bidder^ 
and the contract was awarded to this company for 
$2,760.00. The city is to furnish and lay the 
plank for the floor. 

Whoever has read this report so far, must be 
convinced, I think, that "this has been a year of 
extraordinary expenses." 

Here are contracts amounting to $32,346. 00 
for new and unexpected work, and this is not all 
by several thousand dollars of the extra expense, 
caused by the fire and rebuilding the bridge. 

PUBLIC LANDS. 

The school lot on North street has been sold 
this year for ^;.575,00, and the house and lot on 
North Main street for ^400.00. The house and 
lot on Woodstock avenue and the school lot on 
Killington avenue ought to be sold and taken 
into the tax list. The title to the Hilliard house on 
Terrill street is in dispute and a suit has been com- 
menced to decide to whom the property belongs. 

LIGHTS. 

The contract with the Rutland City Electric 
Co. will expire on the first of February next. The 
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old contract has been modified by providing for 
somewhat lower rates, and much better service, 
and, as modified, has been extended for two years 
and six months to August 1, 1904. 

RECO M MEND ATIONS. 

The public works of the city — the streets, the 
sewers and water system by the charter, are under 
the management of committees, elected every year 
by the board of aldermen. It happens that these 
committees are for the most part new men every 
year. Under this plan there can be no systematic, 
continuous or intelligent care of the public works, 
or comprehensive plan in their management. Our 
water system especially is too costly, too necessary 
to the health, the convenience and comfort of too 
many people to be left to such temporary manage- 
ment, I therefore recommend that the Legisla- 
ture at its next session be asked to create for this 
city a board of public vvorks, to be elected, or ap- 
pointed for a term of years, and selected for their 
special fitness for this work, 

VACANCIES IN BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

The city charter provides that when an alder- 
man moves out of his ward his seat shall be vacant, 
but it does not provide any way by which it can be 
ascertained when he has moved out of the ward. 
The alderman from the fourth ward has not at- 
tended a meeting of the board since January 5, 
1901, but still claims, as far as I know, to be a resi- 
dent of the ward. If it is important that the peo- 
ple of any ward should be represented on the 
board, it is important that a way should be provided 
by which such representation can be secured, 
I therefore recommend that the charter be amended 
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so as to make volimtary absence from the meetings 
of the board for an unreasonable time a cause of 
vacancy, and that a way be provided by which such 
vacancy can be filled. 

PAY OF THE ALDERMEN. 

Section four of the city charter provides that 
" No member of the board of akiermen shall re- 
ceive any compensation for official services,'" I 
consider this false economy. It is an attempt on 
the. part of the corporation to get faithful service 
without compensation. Or, in other words, to get 
something for nothing. I therefore recommend 
that section foirr be amended so that each alderman 

shall receive dollars for each meeting of the 

board he attends. The whole pay for the year for 

each alderman not to exceed dollars. Fill 

these blanks with a reasonable sum and I believe 
the city will receive much better service from the 
legislative brancli of its government. 

The reports of the heads of the various de- 
partments of the city government presented here- 
with contain all the information I have about these 
departments. I refer you to these reports for a more 
complete understanding of city affairs.

BRIDGES. 

The Ripley bridge, which has been in a delapi- 
dated condition for a number of years, was con- 
demned and closed to traffic April 25. Since 
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then a steel bridge has been designed by Edwin D. 
Graves, C, E., of Hartford, Conn., and is being- 
constructed by the American Bridge Co. of New- 
York. The adopted design is the one which gives 
the greatest regidity with the amount of material 
used. This bridge will probably be ready for traffic 
within a few weeks. The other bridges are in good 
repair except the foot bridge and the State street 
bridge, which should be painted as soon as possible. 
I would also recommend that the stairways of the 
foot bridge be roofed over.

HOUSE CONNECTIONS. 

Permits have been granted for connecting the 
drains from sixty-seven houses to the city sewers. 

PARKS. 

Nothing had been done towards improving 
our parks for two or three years, but the branches 
of the trees were growing so thick and crooked that 
unless trimmed the trees themselves would soon 
have been dead or ruined. Consequently, we have 
cut out the superfluous and gnarled branches and 
trees from the south park on Main street. All the 
other trees in the parks and along the sidewalks 
need to be trimmed. 
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STREET DEPARTMENT. 

We have received many compliments during 
the past year concerning the number and quality of 
our improved streets. Now that such a good be- 
ginning has been made since the organization of 
the city, let us hope and expect that each year 
there will be one or more miles of improved roads 
added to the amount without increasing our tax 
rate or bonded indebtedness. The work this year 
has cost much more than for many years on account 
of the higher price of material and labor of all 
kinds. 

I have been assisted by Mr. C. F, Willis in 
executing the work of this department. 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 

We have macadamiiied nearly two miles of 
roadway ; all of which has been thoroughly drained 
and well constructed. We were unable to finish 
Convent avenue on account of the cold weatfier, 
consequently that street should be completed as 
early as possible in the spring. A Telford founda- 
tion has been placed under the Strongs avenue 
roadway from opposite the south side of Royce 
street about 300 feet northerly. The former road- 
way on Strongs avenue sloped easterly, so that all 
the storm water flowed into the east gutter. We 
have changed the form into a rounding section, in 
hopes that the new roadway will last longer than 
the old one did. We have constructed a combined 
tile and blind drain in each gutter of East Center 
street from the wells westerly to the east side of 
Main street ; and also in the south gutter of Con- 
vent avenue from the well easterly to the west side 
of Forest street. Similar drains have been built 
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across South Main street roadway ; bne about every 
twelve feet from Curtis avenue 300 feet northerly.

The stone used on South Main street was 
taken from a ledge belonging to Ezekiel Eddy on 
Cold River road.

CATCH BASINS, ETC. 
Catch basins and wells have been built as fol- 
lows : Ten on Strongs avenue, two on each side 
at Moon brook, one on the east side about 200 feet 
south of Moon brook, one on the east side at Hop- 
kins street, and three on the west side north of 
Moon brook ; six on South Main street between 
Madison and Clover streets ; one on Lincoln boule- 
vard at Roberts avenue ; one on Furnace street at 
the foot bridge ; one on Spruce street, near the 
railroad round-house ; one on the south side of Con- 
vent avenue ; two on Mansfield place ; one on the 
north side of Royce street ; two on the corner of 
Meadow and South streets ; two on the corner of 
River and Meadow, and one on the corner of Gran- 
ger and South streets. 
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SEWER CONSTRUCTION. 

About one and one-half miles of sewers have 
been built, making a total of fourteen miles of 
sewers which have been constructed since the city 
was organized. We now have in use only about 
twelve miles of sewers which were contructed by 
the village, and nearly all of those were well built 
and consequently are in good repair. While the 
new sewers in Granger, South and Spruce streets 
were needed, and are a great improvement, yet it 
is doiibtful if they entirely remedy the storm water 
difficulty which exists in that section on account of 
the insufficient size of the trunk sewer into which 
those sewers drain. A storm drain should be con- 
structed to relieve that trunk sewer and its trib- 
utaries. If the house drains and plumbing were 
water tight, as they should be, from the sewer to 
the height of the fresh air inlet, no water could get 
from the sewers into the cellars ; but evidently 
such is not always the case. Consequently, fol- 
lowing the advise of the city attorney, and with 
the approval of the street committee, some of the 
owners of property where the drains and plumbing 
were known to be defective were notified that they 
would be allowed a certain time in which to repair 
the drainage of their premises or else have the con- 
nections cut from the city sewers so that no water 
could run from the sewers back into their cellars. 
We were delayed in this matter until after the 
ground was frozen, and so nothing has been done. 

Trunk sewer No. 2 has been connected at the 
corner of Meadow and School streets with the old 
cobble stone sewer extending from that point to 
the creek. That will relieve the sewers of that 
section considerably during heavy rains.

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WATER DEPARTMENT. 

Mr. J, M. Davis has been my assistant in this 
department during the year. 

The frost was so deep in the ground last winter 
that a number of service pipes and three mains 
were frozen. Most of those that were crooked were 
thawed by digging to them in places and using hot 
water ; but the ones that froze last v/ere thawed by 
electricity. That was our first trial of the current 
for that purpose and we were much pleased with 
the results. It is a great improvement over all 
other methods on account of its simplicity, rapidity 
and small cost where the necessary current is with- 
in a few hundred feet of the frozen pipe.

New hydrants have been located as follows : 
One at the Columbian Marble mill, one at the cor- 
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ner of Engrem avenue and Sontli Main street, one 
at the corner of Clover street and Strongs avenue, 
one on West street near the old Catholic cemetery 
and one in the rear of the cemetery near Moseley 
& Stoddard's new mill. 

The old hydrant on Hopkins street has been 
removed. Four hydrants have been broken and 
replaced with new ones. The one at the corner of 
State and Grove streets has been taken from the 
southeast and set on the northeast corner of those 
streets. 

All the hydrants which have been put m this 
year are arranged with a valve in order that the 
hydrant may be repaired when necessary without 
shutting the water from the main pipe. Also, all 
that have been purchased this year are provided 
with an independent cut-off in each nozzle. 

A number of the drips which didn't drain 
properly have been repaired and connected with 
sewers wherever possible.

Forty new service pipes have been put 


in 


and 



nine old ones relaid. Also twenty-five services 
have been changed from the old to the new mains. 
Two stand pipes and one drinking fountain have 
also been connected to the mains. In doing this 
work we have laid 40 feet of three inch cast iron 
pipe and 12 feet of two inch, 57 feet of one inch 
and 1997 feet of three-fourths inch galvanized iron 
pipe. We have also repaired fourteen leaks in 
the mains and forty-three in the service pipes. 

The water mains should be extended so as to 
accommodate the residents of the outlying dis- 
tricts. The water distributed west of East creek 
is nearly all conveyed in an eight inch pipe cross- 
ing under the creek at West street. Consequently, 
in order to insure water to that section of the city 
at all times, another large pipe should be laid this 
coming year connecting the mains on the west side 
with the ones on the east. Then, within a few 
years, a third connecting main should be laid 
across the creek. 
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At the head of the water works the two large 
mains should be connected ; and at the Gleason 
head the reservoir should be rebuilt.

The city farm buildings are in good condition 
and nothing more than ordinary repairs are needed 
at present. The land has been kept fairly manured, 
but I think all the street sweepings should be drawn 
to the farm, as it will save purchasing manure. We 
raised about 400 bushels of potatoes and the ordi- 
nary garden vegetables on the farm, and cut about 
30 tons c£ hay, all of which produce will be used 
upon the farm, and to that extent the expense of 
procuring it elsewhere will be saved. 

It will be seen that during the past year^ I 
have expended less money than ever before iti any 
one year in my department. Something over $300' 
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of my whole expenses was caused by the small- 
pox case of Rena Clark, for which we have a 
claim against Castleton. 

Heretofore I have advocated an energetic 
prosecution of the claims against the different 
towns, and I could well repeat all I have said in 
former reports. The suit against Chittenden, for 
which we got a judgment of about $600, is now in 
Supreme Court, as I understand, and will, I hope, 
soon be disposed of. 

I return my thanks to the different city offi- 
cials who have courteously co-operated with me in 
my depai-tment, and this, with good times, has 
had much to do with keeping down the expendi- 
tures.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 



To the Honorable City CouticU: 

Gentlemen: — In compliance with the laws 
and ordinances of the city, I herewith submit my 
report, including a complete record of fires from 
January 1 to December 31, 1901, and a detailed 
statement of fires and alarms that the department 
have responded to, also the cause of such fires, 
with the amount of insurance carried upon the 
property endangered and the total insurance paid 
thereon. 

The manual force consists of eight permanent 
men and eighteen call men. 

The current expenses for running the depart- 
ment for the past year were $9,219.13, classified as 
follows ;

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in the history of the department. May 24th the 
department had the misfortune to be burned out of 
its quarters at station No. 1, in the city hall. This 
compelled them to move out for repairs and some- 
what handicapped the department in its work. By 
the courtesy of George T, Chaffee, who tendered 
the department the free use of his barn on South 
Main street for a temporary station till the old sta- 
tion at city hall could be rebuilt and refitted, the 
Chaffee barn is still in use as a station. 

FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 

This branch of the service has given us more 
trouble this year than any previous year. After th e 
fire at city hall we had to remove the repeator and 
other instruments and place the system in one cir- 
cuit instead of three. Also the electric light wires 
have given us more trouble than ever before, and 
some provisions should be made in regard to the 
rights of the fire alarm. The city has the right of 
the top three feet of all poles and it should be 
maintained for the exclusive use of the fire alarm 
system. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

For the improvement and efficiency of the de- 
partm^ent, 1 desire to make the following recom- 
mendations, which I deem essential, and which I 
trust will meet with your approval. 

I would again recommend that a fire alarm box 
be placed at the corner of Robbins and Baxter 
streets, as one is very much needed in that locality. 

As it will be now but a short time before we 
shall be in our new station, I would call your at- 
tention to the necessity of purchasing a span of 
horses to draw the aerial hook and ladder truck.

The amount of hose in the department is small, 
and I would recommend the purchasing of 1000 
feet more for the coming year. Some of our hose 
is getting old and cannot be relied on much longer 
for service. 

Repairs at station No. 2, which I recommended 
in my previous i^eport, have been completed except 
the outside of the buildings, which should be 
painted, as it is in poor condition and should be at- 
tended to.

CHIEF OF POLICE- 



To the Honorable City Council: — 

In accordance with the requirements of the 
city ordinances, I respectfully submit to your hon- 
orable board my report as chief of police for the 
year ending December 31, 1901, 

Your police force, as now constituted, consists 
of a chief of police, who is also a regular patrol- 
man, three regular patrolmen, and thirty-five 
special police officers. On several occasions, when 
regular patrolmen, by reason of sickness or from 
any other cause, have been unable to patrol the 
streets, I have called upon special policemen to 
take their place, and in every instance, I am 
pleased to say, the special policemen assigned 
have performed their vrork in a thoroughly sat- 
isfactory manner. 

WHOLE NUMBER OF ARRESTS. 

During the year just passed the whole number 
of arrests have been 213 ; made up as follows ; — ■ 
males, 191, females, 22. 

CAUSES OF ARREST. 

The causes of arrest have been as follows : — 
Intoxication, 97 ; selling and keeping, 44 ; breach 
of the peace, 33 ; riding bicycles upon the side- 
walk, 9 ; petit larceny, 7 ; tramping, 4 ; obtain- 
ing liquor from the city liquor agent under false 
pretenses, 4 ; peddling without a license, 3 ; re- 
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fusing to pay car fare, 3 ; obtaining goods under 
false pretenses, 3 ; grand larceny, 2 ; assault, 3 ; 
open and gross lewdness, 1 ; resisting an officer, 1 ; 
adultery, 1. 

INVENTORY OF POLICE PROPERTY. 

The property of your police department is as 
follows: 1 roll-top desk, 3 record books, 6 chairs, 
6 mattresses, 4 blankets, 3 cuspidors, 1 pail, 1 mop, 
1 broom, 4 police over- coats (old), 4 police over- 
coats (new), 4 helmets (old), 4 helmets (new), 
4 belts and night-sticks, 4 police billies, 6 regular 
police badges, 25 special police badges, 4 pair 
twisters, 2 pair handcuffs and 3 police lanterns. 

PROTECTION OF PROPERTY. 

Every policeman should be zealous in the pro- 
tection of property and it is the duty of your 
patrolmen to examine each building upon their 
respective beats and report to property owners 
any case of negligence in regard to the locking 
of front and rear doors. During the past year 
twelve front doors have been found unlocked 
and five back doors have been found in similar 
condition. In each case the proprietors have been 
notified at once. On three occasions your patrol- 
men have found goods upon the sidewalk, after 
stores have closed. Such property has been 
promptly restored to the owners. On another oc- 
casion, what might have been a great calamity in 
the heart of the business portion of our city, was 
averted by the promptness with which one of your 
patrolmen located the position of a fire and rang 
in the alarm. 
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THE CURFEW ORDINANCE. 

Your honorable board has recently enacted a 
citrfew ordinance and I have been interested in ob- 
serving its operation. The results so far, have 
been everything that could be desired, and if this 
ordinance is observed during the summer months 
in the manner in which it has been observed 
hitherto, it will certainly prove to be a great 
blessing. 

BICYCLE RIDING UPON THE SIDEWALKS. 

During the spring and early summer repeated 
complaints were received in regard to the riding 
of bicycles upon the sidewalks of the city. Al- 
though it was a di.?agreeable duty, vigorous meas- 
ures were adopted by your patrolmen with the re- 
sult that this breach of law and imposition upon 
pedestrians has been almost entirely stopped. 

THE POLICE FORCE. 

Your police force as at present constituted is 
smaller than during the year 1900-1901, your hon- 
orable board in making this reduction has, doubt- 
less been actuated by a desire to keep munici- 
pal expenses within reasonable bounds. Your 
patrolmen have had absolute confidence in each 
other and have done their best to preserve peace 
and order in our streets and to protect life and 
property. I therefore hope that this reduction in 
numbers has not been accompanied by any cor- 
responding dimination in the orderly condition 
of things, and that the police force retains that 
confidence from the public which they have faith- 
fully sought to obtain. 
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Daring the recent repairs upon our city hall, 
the police force, in common with the other depart- 
ments of our municipal government, have been 
handicapped for lack o£ suitable accommodations, 
not only for the patrolmen, but also for the tem- 
porary confinement of prisoners. With the com- 
pletion of the city hall, these things will be reme- 
died, and any temporary inconvenience more than 
compensated for. 

I take advantage of this opportunity to extend 
to the regidar patrolmen and special policemen of 
this city, my mo.';t sincere and grateful thanks for 
the very ready and efficient assistance that they 
have rendered during the past year, and for the 
fearless and i-mpartial manner in which they have 
discha -ged their duty

CITY ATTORNEY. 



To the Honorable City Council: 

Gentlemen : — In compliance with the ordi- 
nances of this city, I have the honor of submitting 
the following report as city attorney for the year 
ending December 31, 1901 : — 

The city has been extremely fortunate during 
the past year in respect to litigation. No new cases 
have been begun either for or against the city. 

The case of City of Rutland v. Bridport, in 
which terms of settlement was reported to have 
been agreed upon, the terms have been complied 
with and the suit discontinued. 

A. F. Davis v. City of Rutland, on appeal to the 
county court from the judgment of commissioners 
in respect to the award of certain land damages is 
still pending. 

A. F. Davis V. City of Rutland, a bill in chancer}' 
for an injunction against the discharge of sewage 
in Moon brook is also still pending, 

Frenier & Le Blanc v. City of Rutland, for pol- 
luting of Tenney brook is also still pending. We 
expect to be able to get these last three cases off 
the docket at the coming term with little, if any, 
additional expense to the city. 

L. H. Mclntyre v.f. D. Spellman and E . D. Ken- 
nedy, for injunction, in which there was contempt 
proceedings last year, has been discontinued. 
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City of Rutland v. Town of Chittenden, is a suit 
for the support of a pauper which was pending at 
last report in the supreme court. This case was 
argued at the supreme court at the May term, 1901, 
and is still with the court undecided. We hope to- 
get a decision at the coming term. 

Thomson v. City of Rutland, is a petition to fore- 
close a mortgage upon the Daniel Hilliard property 
on Terrill street, and for an injunction. 

City of Rutland V. Reardon, et al, is a petition 
for contribution for the support of an insane per- 
son. This was the case referred to as having been 
started in the probate court last year. The pur- 
pose for which the suit was begun has been effect- 
ed, and the defendants are now furnishing the 
support and maintenance called for by the petition. 
We expect that we may be able to dispose af this- 
case without further hearing. 

Graves v. City of Rutland, an action brought for 
two year's rent of the building on Court square for 
school purposes. After carefully considering the 
facts and circumstances under which this rent was 
claimed to have accrued, and after consultation 
with inembers of the school board, most conversant 
with the facts, with their approval, I have com- 
promised this suit at $75 including all costs. 
Stipulation of discontinuance has been filed and 
the case will go off the docket at the coming term 
of court. 

Several minor claims against the city have 
been disposed of without litigation and the legal 
affairs ot the city, so far as I am able to judge, are 
in excellent condition.

The death rate per 1000 population, estimated 
at 13,000, was 15, not reckoning still-births. The

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EPIDEMIC DISEASES. 

It is most pleasing to report that there has 
been a marked decrease in the death rate from 
epidemic diseases, there being only one death 
from each of diphtheria, whooping eough and 
typhoid fever during the year.

TYPHOID FEVER. 

Of the 23 cases of typhoid fever reported dur- 
ing the year, 12 cases were railroad men. As no 
other cases developed in the families or in the vi- 
cinity where these men lived, it is fair to presume 
that they contracted the disease along the line of 
the Rutland railroad, probably from drinking water. 

Of the other cases one was imported from 
Bennington, one from Middlebury, one from Bel- 
lows Falls, one from Shrewsbury and one from 
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the Town of Rutland. Only 5 eases were reported 
as' having been contracted in the city, and of this 
number one case was considered doubtful. 

The officials of the Rutland railroad were 
communicated with about the number of cases of 
typhoid fever among their employes with the 
happy result, that they agreed with the sugges- 
tions made and have already instituted an exam- 
ination of all drinking water along their lines, by 
securing samples which will be analyzed at the la- 
boratory of hygiene at Burlington. 

It is fully believed that a more careful use of 
water by the railroad employes along their runs 
will greatly lessen the sickness from this dread 
disease. 

The largest death rate was from tuberculosis, 
the number being 22. The next was from heart 
disease, the number being 17, and the next was 
from apoplexy, 15, 

The largest number of death.^ occurred among 
persons between the ages of 60 and 80, the total 
being 57. 

In July we had our first experience with small- 
pox. Owing to the prevalence of the disease 
throughout the country, the isolation hospital had 
been put in perfect order for the reception of any 
emergency. The first ease was of a child who 
came here from the west. Dr. Caverly, the chair- 
man of the state board of health, was called. He 
quickly recognized the symptoms, and the child 
with its mother were removed from the public 
house where they were staying, the apartments 
thoroughly disinfected, and only the mother de- 
veloped the disease from exposure. 

In August another case of small pox was dis- 
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covered by Dr. Newell on Woodstock avenue. 
This one was a young mulatto girl, who had been 
exposed to the disease in Castleton. She had been 
around the city stopping at several liouses and 
coming in contact with many persons. She was 
removed to the isolation hospital, her apartments 
disinfected and all persons with whom she had come 
in contact were strictly watched and regularly ex- 
amined by the city physician, Dr. Hodsdon, during 
the period of incubation. Only one case, however, 
developed from exposure, The measure adopted 
may seem rather severe, but I am confident that 
the result fully justified the means. 

Just a word in regard to the location of the 
isolation hospital. First, it is too far away and 
difficult to get at, it being necessary to drive through 
a cow yard and lane and pasture to get to it. It is 
exposed in summer to the direct rays of the sun, 
making it uncomfortably hot, and in winter to 
blizzards of the north, and harder to get at. Un- 
questionably the city ought to provide a building 
nearer and more convenient, so that it can be used 
for all contagious diseases. It is my judgment that 
the city should provide an isolation hospital more 
convenient and in a better location. The barn in 
the rear of the city hospital on Nichols street is 
thoroughly built and at a comparatively small ex- 
pense could be altered and made into a comfortable 
and convient hospital for contagious diseases, 
within easy call of all physicians and nurses. 

TETANUS. 

There have been so many cases of tetanus, or 
lockjaw, and death following vaccination that 
I feel :alled upon to warn the public of the possible 
danger that might follow from the use of im- 
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pure virus. Some very sore arms have resulted 
from vaccination with certain specimens of vaccine, 
but a sore arm is no indication of protective value 
against small pox. The use of impurelvaccine virus 
certainly opens a field for tetanus, erysipelas and 
various forms of blood poisoning. So the greatest 
care should be adopted by patients desiring vaccina- 
tion, and by the physicians and druggists in 
securing vaccine virus only from manufacturers of 
known probity and reliability. 

NUISANCES. 

There have been 204 complaints of nuisances 
during the year, and there has followed a very 
general improvement in the matter of throwing 
garbage and kitchen refuse around premises. 
Many housekeepers have taken the advice given 
them, and have cremated their kitchen refuse by 
placing it on the oven top of their kitchen ranges. 
This can be so easily done without injury to the 
range and without deadening the fire, as would 
happen from depositing it on the live coals in the 
fire box, that, once tried, I believe it would be very 
generally adopted, and I most heartily recommend 
it, 

REAR OF BLOCKS. 

In the rear of business blocks in the central 
part of the city, which have been so badly, kept, 
there has been a fairly reasonable improvement, 
but not till the city puts on a sanitary cart and re- 
gularly collects the ashes and waste material may 
we expect anything like decency and right condi- 
tions. The expense for such collection would be 
so infinitesimal, as compar-iid with the benefit to be 
derived, that it seems almost ridiculous to be 
obliged to call attention to it. 
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WATER. 

For the health of our people there is nothing 
more essential than pure water, and there is no ex- 
cuse for not having it. During the year I have 
collected 32 samples of water from the reservoirs 
and from different branches of the streams that 
supply us. These samples have been forwarded 
to the laboratory of hygiene at Burlington for 
analysis. While the chemical analysis has in most 
cases proved the water to be of good quality the 
bacteriological analysis has invariably shown the 
water to contain the Colon bacillus, which means 
that the water we drink is polluted by sewage. 

Upon inspection it was found that sink drains 
and water closets were being emptied directly into 
the stream. The leaching from manure heaps, 
barnyards, even privies, into the stream every time 
it rains is a constant menace. 

The users of water are paying over $26,000 
annually and they are entitled to be furnished with 
pure water. Instead of applying the receipts from 
water rates for the benefit of the users the money 
has been spent for other purposes. If the receipts 
from water rates had been used for paying off the 
water bonds since we became a city we would not 
now be owing a cent. 

There has been a little disagreement in regard 
to the best method of improving the quality of the 
water. I contend that the best way is to prevent 
contamination, by either buying out the offending 
parties or forcing them to amend the difficulty, 
while some others think a filtration plant would be 
the better way. Filtration can be made to nearly 
extract the germs, but the establishment of a fil- 
tration plant wotild cost a large sum and there

would be a continuous expense to maintain it, I 
contend that many of the parties whose waste con- 
taminates the stream could be bought out for much 
less than it would cost to establish a filtration 
plant. And further to prevent pollution is the most 
logical and by far the better way — "prevention be- 
ing far better than cure." I call your attention to 
this important matter and urge you strongly to 
take immediate steps for the purification of our 
water supply, 

MILK, 

During the year I have inspected many stables 
where milk is produced for this city. Not one was 
discovered that would meet the requirements of a 
clean, wholesome sanitary barn, suitable for a good 
healthy dairy herd. The average stable inspected 
was low, dark, dusty, unventilated, milk being 
strained just back of the cows in an atmosphere 
fetid with strong odors. Agitation has caused 
some improvement; wagons are now cleaner and 
utensils are better kept, but there is need of still 
further improvement. Milk sold in the city should 
be delivered in sterilized glass bottles, filled in a 
clean, dry room where the air is pure and sweet 
and entirely separated from the stable, and the 
milk should be produced from perfectly 
healthy cows that have been examined 
by a skilled veterinarian at least twice a 
year. The animals should be housed in well 
ventilated stables, lighted and drained, with no 
cellar below and no storage loft above, 

I cannot urge too strongly the need of astring- 
ent ordinance regulating the sale of milk in the 
city. There are now in this city two producers of 
milk who are trying to produce pure milk, deliver- 
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ing it in sterilized bottles. The advantages are so 
many to the consumer that it would seem that the 
consumers would demand that their milk be deliv- 
ered that way. 

SANITARY INSPECTION. 

I have made 173 sanitary inspections during 
the year, and have written about the same number 
of orders to connect property with the sewer 
where there was one in the street and put in 
plumbing and water closets, with the result that 
there have been over 200 water closets put in, and 
very many of those "temples of defame and graves 
of decency" have been removed. 

The inspection has not been thoroughly 
systematic, nevertheless, it is very gratifying to- 
report that many eyesores have been removed and 
the comfort and health of the community im- 
proved. 

For two successive years I have called atten- 
tion of the board of aldermen to the necessity of 
building a few short lines of sewers that are very 
much needed in rather thickly settled neighbor- 
hoods, but for some reason the street department 
has failed to act, and cer'.ain premises continue to 
remain in a very unsanitary condition, a menace to 
the entire community. 

The orders of the health officers have been 
very generally complied with, especially so among 
the class whose means are not the best. 

The most notable improvement was a tene- 
ment occupied by a large number of persons in 
the center of the city, where the sink drains emptied 
into the basement, directly under the house, filling 
it with offensive odors. The owner readily com- 
plied with the order to improve, and old sheds, 
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privies, and other unsightly buildings were re- 
moved, modern plumbing with sewer connections 
and nine water closets were put in, the buildings 
painted. A meucicing piece of property and miser- 
able eyesore was thus transformed into a healthful 
' and not unsightly estate. 

The most notable non-compliance with the 
order to improve and to comply with the city or- 
dinances and laws of the state has been among 
those who could well afford to improve and whose 
property has received all the benefits of water 
mains, sewers, sidewalks and macadam roadways. 

SCHOOL INSPECTION. 

In consequence of many cases of contagious 
disease being reported among scholars going to the 
Woodstock avenue school, I inspected the school 
house and found the condition insanitary in the 
extreme. 

The rooms were filled with odors from the 
water closets, which open directly from the school 
rooms. There is no cellar under^the building and 
the floors are cold and uncomfortable. In winter it 
is heated by stoves without ventilation as required, 
making portions of the rooms uncomfortably warm, 
while other parts are as uncomfortably cold. The 
attention of the school board was called to the sick- 
ness prevailing in this school, to the insanitary 
condition with the result that there has been some 
slight improvement, extra vestibules were added 
to the entrances, which makes the clothes rooms 
warmer. A stove has been put in the room con- 
taining the water closets, with ventilation from 
the closets. In this way the air of the school room 
has been bettered. Still it is neither satisfactory 
or adequate for the requirements of that part of 
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the city. One of the rooms is certainly over- 
crowded, and some children are required to attend 
the Church street school, which is quite a long 
distance for them to walk. 

The committee agreed to have plans prepared 
for a new building, but as yet nothing appears to 
have been done. There is great need of a new 
building with more rooms to accommodate the 
growing need of this part of our city. 

PLUMBING. 

I have inspected 121 jobs of plumbing during 
the year. It is quite gratifying to say that there 
has been an improvement in the work ; soil pipe 
is being put in more methodically, and the aver- 
age calked joint is better filled and smoother. I 
have asked for sewers in several streets, notably 
West street, from the railroad crossing to Meadow 
street; Franklin street from Spruce street— both 
short lines — and Forest street from South street, 
running south to Plain street, where we have had 
several cases of diphtheria, due, probably to the 
lack of drainage for the dwellings. These sewers 
ought to be put in at the earliest moment possible 
this coming spring.

We have during the past summer passed 
through a mild epidemic of small pox and were 
fortunate enough to have only one case under the 
care of the city.

the Citizens of the City of Rutland; — 

Regarded with reference to taxation or the 
issue of bonds, the suggestion of the necessity of 
further school house expansion will not be 
pleasant ; but considered as an evidence of the 
growth and increasing prosperity of the city, it 
will be very gratifying. Although we can point 
to a number of excellent school buildings, our 
school house construction has reached that point 
where it has not kept pace with school attendance. 
The school commissioners are renting from three 
private parties buildings for school purposes, be- 
cause the schools could not all be accommodated in 
the regular public school buildings. 

The slight increase during the past year in 
school expenses is more than accounted for by the 
increase in enrollment, an increase three times 
greater than the previous year, and in this connec- 
tion a few comparisons with former years may not 
be out of order, and will enable every one inter- 
ested to understand the situation intelligently. 
We were practically at a standstill in 1897.

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Burlington's average scliool attendance is 
about 12 per cent more than Rutland, their ex- 
penses 50 per cent higher. 

It will be noticed that our repairs exceed the 
corresponding item in above table by S500. We 
had to make our own repairs on outside rented 
buildings, also improve the heating methods in 
several public school buildings. 

Doubtless the taxpayers wish to maintain the 
public schools of Rutland in such a manner that 
they will continue to compare favorably, financially 
and otherwise, with any other schools. 

By reference to the citj^ report for 1897, pub- 
lished in January, 1898, you will find a table care- 
fully compiled, comparing favorably the school 
statistics from 29 towns and cities in New Eng- 
land with Rutland. Returns have not been re- 
ceived from all for past three years, but will be 
published later. We must stop growing if we 
wish to stop increasing our school expenses. 

The loyalty with which the people of Rutland 
stand by their public schools is worthy of recog- 
nition and praise. Everyone is proud of our 
schools ; we must meet the problem of increasing 
population. How great would be the advantage to 
pupils and teachers in the high and grammar 
schools, can hardly be appreciated by those who 
are not connected with the schools, if we could 
have the present so-called high school building 
enlarged. We are paying quite a large amount 
for rent to private parties that could in part be 
saved if the Center street building should have an 
addition built in the rear, on land owned by the 
city. The voters are the ones to say what shall be 
done, and with the facts given the case rests with 
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them. The school board are your servants, and if 
the conditions require the expenditure of more 
monev, they are not to be censured. We refer the 
tax-payers to the school manual for full report of 
schools for the school year ending July 1, 1901, 
and to the report of the superintendent of schools 
for further statistics.

inspections and discoveries, we think the most 
hazardous place of all, and one that if it had ever 
caught fire would have done more damage to the 
business section of our city than anything else, 
was the discovery of ninety-three barrels full of 
kerosene oil in an old storehouse, built of wood, 
not four rods from the Berwick House Annex, and 
when the parties were notified, said they could not 
understand why we should want it removed, as 
they had kept it there for the last four or five 
years, but the parties had the same removed with- 
in forty-eight hours. As has been suggested to 
the city council before, I, as fire marshal, would 
suggest that the occupant or owner should be 
required to place all ashes and other rubbish in an 
iron receptacle, within the fire district, and that 
the same should be placed in some convenient 
place and removed by the city cart at least once a 
week, and I think if this could be done, it would 
tend to lessen our fire hazards and reduce our 
insurance rates.
